In its stated meeting last Tues- 
day the Academic Council of the 
University decided that “E“ (Con- 
ditional) grades be eliminated and 
that “Incomplete” grades be given 
«n}y in cases of excused failure to 
complete the required work of a 
coiirae. which would include exam- 
inations. laboratory exercises, and 
srrftten papers,, 

It was further decided that 
oomplete” grades not made up In 
a Calendar year be counted as a 
course attempted. “FW” (Failure 
Withdrawn) will be used to indi- 
cate unauthorized withdrawal from 
a course.

Education Graduates Must T ake 
National teacher Examination 

a U^IDER the reorganized program of the University’s 
School of Education,/ all candidates for the degree of Bachelor 
of Arts in education will be required, for the Orst time, to take 
the National Teacher Examinations prior tp graduation. These 
examinations will be administred at the University on two suc- 
cessive Saturdays, February 7 
and 14, Dr. Arthur A. Hoppe, 
examiner, has announced. 

Since the examlnstloiis sre ad- 
ministered only once a year, those 
whd expect to graduate in May. 

1948. November. 1948. and February, 

1949, must Uke the ezaminstion« 
^when offered next February. 

Applications to take the next ex- 
■ amlnations must reach Dr. Hoppe 
not later than January 10. In order 
to dear the way for the rush of 
outside applications which will fol- 
low, students In the School of Rd- 
uoation are requested to mske s 
special effort to file their applica- 
tions within the next two weeks. 
Application blanks may be secured 
from the office of the School of Ed- 
ucation. Room 101. Building D. or. 
on Wednesday and Friday after- 
noons, from Dr. Hoppe. Room 418. 
Building D. 

Common Examinations, to be 
taken by all candidates, will be ad- 
ministered on February 7. These 
include sections on reasoning, com- 
prehension. English expression, 
general culture, professional and 
social information. Examinations 
for special teaching areas, known 
as Optional EIxamlnalions. will bo 
given in elementary education. Eng- 
lish. social studies, mathematics, 
science, Industrial arts education, 
foreign languages, and other repre- 
sentative Aelda on February 
The fee for regular candidates for 
the Common Examinations and one 
or two Optional Examinations is 
$7.50. Full-time University stu- 
dents, those oqrrying a total of 
twelve hours or more, will be priv- 
ileged to take the examinations at 
the reduced rate of $4JS0. 

Results of the examinations, 
which will be available before April 
1. are held In strict confidence by 
the National Committee on Teacher 
Examlrratlons. Transcripts of the 
results will be sent out only at the 
request of the candidate except 
where the examinations are re- 
quired for graduation, in which 
case one report Is submitted to the 
dean of the college where the can- 
didate is enrolled. 

Nearly one hundred colleges are 
requiring the National Teacher Ex- 
aminations for siding In the evalu- 
ation of students. Among these are 
Columbia University, Temple Uni- 
versity. College dir William and 
Mary, the University of Florida, 
and Pennsylvania State College. At 
least 350 school systems throughout 
tho nation are using the lamina- 
tions as s means of selecting teach- 
ers. Philadelphia. Newark, Cleve- 
land. San Francisco, over thirty 
cities and towns In New York state 
and thirty-eight in Pennsylvania 
are included In this group. 

These examinations are to be ad- 
ministered on the same dates In 
over 125 communities covering 
practically every state la the union. 
\ They are supervised by the Ansee- 
ican Council on Education which 
authorised the Committee on 
Teacher Examlnatioas la 1930. The

Worth a Million 

• UNIVERSITY students In the 
School of Engineering will benefit 
greatly by the recent acquisition by 
The University of war surplus sci- 
entific and engineering equipment 
valued at over a million dollars. . 

Building X on 2^ Street has 
been the scene of > much activity 
for the past two weeks. Huge 10- 
ton van trucks have l^een pulling 
up to the doors to unload every- 
thing from tremendous testing ma- 
chines to engineering text booka 

Most of the equipment delivered 
1c the result of a recent buying 
spree in Detroit by Mr. Greely 
and Mr. Kerly of the School of 
Engineering. Among other things 
they purchased a Brinell hardness 
tester, a Rockwell tester, a Schel- 
eroscope, a diamond hardness test- 
er, and a radio drill press. The 
addition of these units to the civil 
engineering laboratory gives The 
University the most complete metsi 
testing laboratory in Washington. 

Surplus electronic and television 
parts, Including three carloads of 
vacuum and cathode ray tubes, and 
valuable photographic laboratory 
equipment have been provided for 
physics research students. Six sur- 
plus 16 mm. movie cameras and an 
aerial camera valued at $.3,000 will 
be used by traffic engineering stu- 
dents in the civil engineering de- 
partment to diagno.se Washington 
traffic problems. The engineering 
library has been enlarged by the 
purchase of over 1,500 volumes on 
technical subjects. 

Outside of the School of Engin- 
eering other innovations resultlag 
from ^he purchase of war surplus 
equipment Include an audio am- 
plifier system in Llsner Auditorium 
and an Inter-departmentaJ tele- 
phone exchange for student use 
centrally located in Lisner Library. 

Aaaistlng In the procurement of 
the equipment was Mr. R. A, Kap- 
ler, University alumnus, who Is 
chief of the ^aterlel section. Bu- 
reau of Community Facility, Fed- 
eral Works Agency.

• LAST SUNDAY was the sixth anniversary of Pearl 
Harbor day. We were well reminded of the event in 
th» daily press, over the radio, by our friends in con- 
veraation, and in our own recollections. Each of us 
has many things to remember about the last six years, 
personal events and things that happened to our friends 
and acquaintances, and no two sets of recollections 
are quite the same. 

There are, however, a few common lessons to be 
teamed from the recent war years — the value of 
national preparedness, for example, and the need to 
be aware of what happens in other parts of the world, 
and the virtues and sense of well-being that comes 
from the united efforts of the people of the nation 
working toward a common goal. 

Many of those who served overseas experienced 
first-hand the physical discomforts of cold and hunger 
—though to the everlasting credit of our military 
supply services such experiences were of relatively 
short duration. Many more, however, saw first-hand 
one of the worst aftermaths of the damnable business 
of war — saw entire communities and even nations 
whose populations had been slowly starving for months 
and years, where the growth of the children was 
stunted, physical activity slowed and dulled, and re- 
covery from serious illness did not often occur. 

We have learned that we can not ignore the rest 
of the peoples of this world. We are awpro — unless 
we are blind and deaf— that tens of thousands of indi- 
viduals overseas are In desperate deed of help In the 
form of nourishing food, and that they need It quickly.

For Theme He ’Wrote

• DUST OFF THOSE old Fresh- 
man research papers, the ones that 
took yau two weeks to prepare for 
second-semester English and that 
evenj,ually wound, up on the closet 
shelf to rot and mold away. 

Yes, dust them off and read them 
over again. They may be better 
than your English prof thought. 
They may, In fact, reap an unsus- 
pected and lucrative reward. Such 
was the surprising experience of 
Henry Bardach, foreign affairs stu- 
dent at the University. 

The other day Henry received a 
personal Invitation from Arturo 
Toscanini, world’s foremost con- 
ductor, to attend last Saturday's 
NBC Symphony concert at Radio 
City, New York. It was all an out- 
come of the English research paper 
that he wrote for freshman English 
class in the fall of 1946. 

The paper was a brilliant testi- 
monial entitled “Toscanini— Cham^' 
plon of Democracy” extolling the 
virtues of this Illustrious greatest- 
of-all conductors. Last March. 
Henry impulsively dusted off the 
almost-forgotten manuscript and 
forwarded it to the maestro Tos- 
canini as a kindly gesture on the 
gentleman's eightieth birthday. 

The subject of the paper was 
prompted by Henry's ardent regard 
for '^scanini and all that he repre- 
sents In the music world. Henry 
had listened regularly to the Sat- 
urday evening concerts of the NBC 
Symphony over WRC at 6:15 p. m.. 
but to attend the broadcast in per- 
son-well, this was beyond the 
wildest expectations of Henry Bar- 
dach. Admission to this concert Is 
nothing short ' of Impossible— the 
perennial waiting lists are long and 
dilatory. 

I..a8t week the impossible hap- 
pened. Months after Henry had 
mailed Toscanini the manuscript, 
the maestro. In appreciation, sent 
Henry an invitation to the broad- 
cast. A seemingly valueless re> 
search paper, which was destined 
to become a relic to be read to hla 
grandchildren, had paid off. 

Toscanini couldn't have chosen a 
more momentous concert for the 
Invitation, in Henry's estimation. 


It was a repeat performance of VeN 
di's "Othello,’' Acts I and II, th« 
premiere of which took place at 
La Scala, Milan, Italy, In 1887, with 
a young cellist in the orchestra by 
the name of Arturo Toscanini. 

Last Saturday, sixty years later 
almost to the day, there was not 
the slightest suspicion of age in the 
maestro. Elated on his return from 
the broadcast, Henry said of Toa- 
canini, "The virility of his geniiia 
whipped the dramatic music into 
an electrifying performance, un- 
rivaled In this listener’s memory. 
It . seemed a.s if the heavens had 
descended on the studio In Radio 
Clty-^an unforgettable expeiiencel" 

The concluding acts of "Othello'* 
are to be broadcast over the air by 
the NBC Symphony this coming 
Saturday,, from 6:15 to 7:30 p. m.

It 
will be located in the quarters giv- 
en to the radiology department In 
the hospital. 

The ch'*sl X-rays are lo be made 
with a photo roentgen unit. X-^ay- 
Ing of pailcrits by this prbcess Is a, 
new pracMlce now. h^ing used ,by 
hospitals to detect tuberculosis or 
pathological conditions of the chest 
which may he unknown to the |»a- 
tleht. 

\Of the three diaknosUe machine* 
which vy'UI be available at the bos- 
pHal. orile will he a 500 mllliahipere • 
machln«v which can b,e used In the 
dIagnosU oC, heart disease ^by the 
Injecting' of dyes in to the blood 
vessels tor observation through the n 
machine.' '

ment* will be used for the treat- 
ment of cancer and skin disorders. 
There wUl also be' special X-ray 
- equipment for use In the study of 
diseases Involving kidney, urinary 
and bladder tracts. .
